When Infla tio n Wa s The Other Wa y 


There u sed to be another kind of inflation 
that no one seems to remember any more. 
It was a blessing instead of a bu g aboo. 
The most famou s ex amp le of the way it 
worked was Henry Ford’s Model-T au tomo­ 
bile, whose p rice at one time was whittled 
down to abou t half a thou sand dollars. Re­ 
member that ev en in those day s au tomobiles 
had been selling for abou t what they cost 
now, u ntil Henry Ford showed how p rodu c­ 
tiv ity cou ld inflate consu mer bu y ing p ower 
by g iv ing the bu y er a long er ru n for his 
dollar. 
The inv entor of p rodu ctiv ity did not take 
this kind of inflation ou t of the hides of 
his emp loy es, either. He also inv ented the 
concep t of hig h wag es for hig h p rodu ctiv i­ 
ty . Bu t—and this is the v ital difference—the 
p rodu ctiv ity was not to be div erted ex clu siv e­ 
ly into wag es. 
Some of it was g iv en back to the con­ 
su mer, with the p u rp ose of increasing his 
bu y ing p ower. Any time a widg et or a g ad­ 
g et cou ld be made cheap er in terms of p ro­ 
du ction cost, the p u rchaser had a fair crack 
at the sav ing . The resu ltant steady increase 
in p u rchasing p ower made more and more 
jobs and steadier work. That was how Ameri­ 
cans achiev ed the hig h standard of liv ing 
that became their trademark. There was a 
su rg e of inflation in the qu ality of life that 
made the United States the world’s most 
env ied cou ntry . 


IT HAS NOT BEEN p op u lar to mention 


it for a long time, bu t the More Abu ndant 
Life in this cou ntry was not conceiv ed by 
the p olitician who said a third of his cou n­ 
try men were ill-hou sed, ill-clothed and ill- 
fed. It had been conceiv ed and tu rned into 
reality by a cou p le g enerations of manag ers 
and workers who tried tirelessly to make a 
thou sand better mou setrap s where before 
there had been only one so-so mou setrap — 
ill-desig ned, ill-made and ill-p riced. 
That was a kind of inflation that no one 
worried abou t. 
Wh a i hap p ened to it — what conv erted 
inflation into something that ev ery body wor­ 
ries — is a my stery for the historians of 
economics to ex p lain. 
All that any one can know for su re at this 
lime is that the sy mp tom of what hap p ened 
was che way p rodu ctiv ity ’s sav ing s no long er 
were distribu ted among consu mers in g en­ 
eral bu t were div erted by direct p ip eline 
into p ay env elop es. 


WAGES WENT UP and u p and u p , and 
p rices follw'ed. The only imp ortance of mass 
p rodu ction any more is some v ag u e statistic 
called a “p rodu ctiv ity factor,” which is u sed 
in determining how mu ch more an emp loy er 
cou ld p ay than he p aid the last time—not 
how mu ch more a consu mer can g et bu t how 
mu ch more a wag e earner can g et. 
No wonder inflation has become a head­ 
ache. 
Bu t inflation u sed to be a blessing . It was 
the way America became famou s—by inflat­ 
ing the p eop le’s standard of liv ing . 


Demo cra ts Needed A New Ro o f 


If it were accep ted p ractice for Washing ton 
newsmen to rep ort what they know p oli­ 
ticians are doing , instead of what they say 
they are doing , cong ressional action on the 
hou sing bill wou ld be described like this: 
A majority of Hou se Democrats, mindfu l 
of their cry ing need for some kind of an 
issu e to keep them in p u blic attention, be­ 
cau se the emp loy ment p icku p and the bu si­ 
ness boom has left them looking foolish ov er 
their early -session scare talk, hav e p ou nced 
on hou sing . 
To this effect, they whoop ed throu g h a 
better-than-two-billion-dollar hou sing bill, with 
the help of a handfu l of Rep u blicans. The 
strateg >’, of cou rse, was to show they were 
more willing to g iv e away money than the 
Eisenhower administration, which was in fav ­ 
or of g iv ing away only one and a third billion 
dollars.

If the President fa» iled to v eto the bill, or 
if he v etoed it and they p assed it ov er his 
v eto, the cost ov er and abov e bu dg et esti­ 
mates wou ld be tacked on to the national 
debt. 
If he v etoed it and his v eto was su stained, 
they alway s cou ld say to the p eop le who 
wou ld be disap p ointed. “We tried to help y ou 
fsob, sob) bu t the White Hou se thwarted u s.” 
Either way *, it wou ld be no skin off their 
p olitical noses. 
Bu t of cou rse it wou ld not be feasible to 
rep ort the Washing ton news in this way . 
It wou ld sp oil all the fu n. . . well, nearly 
all of it.

A larg e v olu me of fine senti­ 
ments hav e come from the United 
States Su p reme Cou rt concerning 
the 
imp rescrip tible 
rig hts 
of 
American citizens. Let u s see, 
come the fall term, whether there 
is room for a rig ht which is the 
p eer of all rig hts, the free ex er­ 
cise of citizenship in a rep u blic. 
In short, does the Bill of Rig hts 
p rotect a citizen from a harsh 
choice of hav ing his money u sed 
in p olitics ag ainst his conv ictions 
or of forfeiting his j(^ and the 
benefits thereof? 
This matter of g reat imp ortance, 
ex cep t for fu tile efforts by three 
senators, has been ig nored by the 
McClellan committee and by the 
v ariou s labor p rop osals of the ad­ 
ministration. Are v otes so dear 
and ev asion so cheap that this is 
so? 
Is the Su p reme Cou rt so con­ 
cerned with minority rig hts that 
this rig ht of what may be a maj­ 
ority of u nion members loses p ri­ 
ority ?

A SUIT in the Georg ia cou rts, 
on ap p eal entitled “International 
Association of Machinists, ct al, 
v s. S. B. Street, Nancy M. Loop er, 
et al,” has been at issu e for more 
than two y ears.

the

Cou rt has handed this issu e, u nder 
the First and Fifth Amendments, 
to the U.S. Su p reme Cou rt.

money in p olitical activ ities of v ar­ 
iou s kinds It u sed this money 
withou t direct au thorization 
by 
v ote of its members. 
Since the du es money was u sed 
withou t the ex p licit consent of 
members to p romote candidates 
and ideolog ies with which they did 
not ag ree, they were denied their 
rig hts u nder the First and Fifth 
Amendments. 
The arg u ment was not based 
u p on the fact that the money was 
thu s u sed bu t u p on the p oint 
whether the ag reement was a 
p u rely p riv ate affair and not one 
in which, to u se an ex p ression in 
another case of the U.S. Su p reme 
Cou rt, “the au thority deriv es in 
p art from g ov ernment’s thu mb on 
the scales.” 
The u nanimou s decision of Ge­ 
org ia’s Su p reme Cou rt by Ju stice 
Almand bru shed aside this arg u ­ 
ment of the defense and held that 
in fact the comp laining emp loy es 
were denied their rig hts u nder the 
two amendments. 


THE COURT fou nd on the basis 
of facts and stip u lations ag reed to 
by all p arties that the orig inal 
u nion shop ag reement had been 
entered into withou t p rior notice 
to the emp loy es, that su ch an 
ag reement was not au thorized by 
them, that the du es p aid u nder 
p enalty of loss of jobs were u sed 
“to su p p ort ideolog ical and p oliti­ 
cal 
doctrines 
and 
candidates” 
which some emp loy es were not 
willing to su p p ort v olu ntarily and 
ia fact to which they were op ­ 
p osed. 
It held, therefore, that the com­ 
p laining members were denied 
freedom of contract g u aranteed by 
the Fifth Amendment and also of 
their rig hts u nder the F i r s t 
Amendment. 
If. as was indicated in certain 
dicta in the minority op inion of 
the U.S. Su p reme Cou rt in 
the 
UAW case in 1957, it shou ld be 
arg u ed that the officers of the 
u nion wou ld be denied u nder the 
Taft - Hartley Act their freedom 
of sp eech or p etition u nder the 
First Amendment, it cou ld be an­ 
swered that their p olitical activ i­ 
ties were in fact not au thorized 
by the p eop le they claim to rep re­ 
sent. 
Therefore, that these p eop le are 
denied their rig hts and that their 
rig hts are p aramou nt. 
This will be an ex cellent test of 
the cou rt’s sincerity abou t minor­ 
ity rig hts.

WASHINGTON 
John Foster Du lles died in a 
world he nev er made. The forces 
which shook and shap ed it were in 
motion before he became secretary 
of state. He sp ent his six y ears in 
office try ing to control them. 
It may hav e been a matter of 
reg ret to him that, before his 
death Su nday , he had really set­ 
tled nothing . Bu t for six y ears he 
manag ed to p reserv e p eace and 
hold commu nism behind the fron­ 
tiers it had when be became sec­ 
retary . 
That may hav e been the most 
any man in his time cou ld hav e 
done. 
There were really two worlds 
in the day s of his g rowing u p : the 
trou bled rest of the world, satu ­ 
rated in feu ds; and the American 
world, imp reg nable and self-su ffi­ 
cient in isolation. 
That was when distance meant 
safety and su rv iv al lay in alone- 
ness. The two oceans g av e Amer­ 
ica time to p rep are for any attack 
and stay ing ou t of foreig n alli­ 
ances meant av oiding g rief. It 
was ’ an American 
dream 
that 
didn’t last long . 
All of it was to chang e before 
cancer finished him. Missiles hav e 
made the oceans loo’x no more dif­ 
ficu lt than a cou ntry creek. 
There were still the two worlds 
in 1907 when Du lles was 19 and 
took his first dip into foreig n af­ 
fairs — the field which was to 
dominate his life, his v ision and 
his energ y — by g oing to the 
Hag u e p eace conference. 
Within 10 y ears after that com­ 
mu nism 
in 
Ru ssia 
beg an 
the 
march which was to chang e the 
history of mankind. It may not 
hav e seemed so at the time, for 
it to o k two wars to drag America 
ou t of isolation an-* melt two 
worlds into one. 
He had had a hand in the melt­ 
ing ov er the y ears — as adv iser 
to Democratic p residents and sec­ 
retaries of state — bu t u ntil he 
took office in 1953 he nev er was 
in a p osition to direct p olicy or 
make it. 
By that time America was deep 
in foreig n entang lement, military 
and economic, made ncessary by 
the cold war and the realization 
that commu nism cou ld g org e it­ 
self in disu nity . 
Then su ddenly after Du lles took 
office there p iled u p on him a 
series of ev ents nev er encou ntered 
by any American secretary of 
state. 
Forty -fou r 
day s 
after 
Du lles 
was sworn in Josep h Stalin di^. 
Within a few months the Sov iet 
Union ex p loded its first hy drog en 
bomb. Within a few y ears it w^as 


boasting of missiles that cou ld 
carry hy drog en warheads across 
the oceans in minu tes. 
’This was a new and terribl# 
p ower nev er p ossessed by any 
American enemy . In a few y ears 
time had lost its meaning , dis­ 
tance ev ap orated, and America 
had to accommodate itself to the 
idea of annihilation withou t warn­ 
ing . 
Dip lomacy had alway s been an 
international mine-field bu t nev er 
so sensitiv e, so sav ag e or so load­ 
ed with the flowers of do(Mnsclay 
as the one Du lles had to p ick his 
way throu g h. 
With Stalin 
went the 
su llen, 
hu morless face of commu nism. 
Stalin’s had been a hand of iron, 
drip p ing blood. His su ccessors p u t 
on the soft g lov e. They smiled. 
They talked p eace With more 
imag ination than their old boss 
they beg an to make p rog ress in 
fields clo.sed to Stalin whose tac­ 
tics frig htened nations as well as 
babies—in the Middle East, Asia, 
Africa, 
Du lles, like President Tru man 
and Secretary of State Acheson, 
had learned how to handle Sta­ 
lin’s tactics: with iion equ al to his 
own. Bu t now Du lles had to adap t 
himself to the new Sov iet ap ­ 
p roach, more effectiv e, twice as 
deadly . 
For a while—this was after the 
su mmit conference 
of 
1955—he 
seemed to see imp rov ement. It 
didn’t last long . Like Tru man and 
Acheson, he froze solid ag ain. He 
remained that way to the end. 
Bu t the new tactics—tog ether 
with the missiles and the hy dro­ 
g en bomb—g av e the Sov iets a 
p ower, both talking and real, that 
not ev en Tru man and Acheson had 
to cop e with. 
Du lles’ foreig n p olicy was nei­ 
ther 
orig inal 
nor 
creativ e. 
It 
seemed based on the belief that 
if war cou ld be av oided and if 
commu nism cou ld be held tig ht in 
its p resent bottle it mig ht, as he 
once 
said, 
u nderg o 
fav or§ 01e 
chang es. 
He didn’t liv e long enou g h to 
find ou t if he was rig ht. He had 
too g ood a sense of history to p re­ 
tend to be a p ositiv e p rop het. In 
his last moments the most he 
cou ld do was hop e for the best in 
the belief he had done his best. 
Only time cou ld g iv e the answer 
to qu estions which, since he was 
a thinking man, mu st hav e been 
on his mind often. 
Were his y ears as secretary the 
g olden y ears of op p ortu nity for the 
West in the cold war and had he 
made the most of them? Or had 
he failed to u nderstand them? Or 
were the^e y ears ju st a minor in­ 
terv al in a long stru g g le? 


Diplo ma Underwo rld

WASHINGTON 
As many as 200 “dip loma mills” 
may be op erating in the United 
States, according to the Office of 
Hig her Edu cation in the Health, 
Edu cation and Welfare Dep art­ 
ment. 
The “dip loma mills” are p hony 
org anizations set u p to fleece the 
eag er and u nsu sp ecting with p rom­ 
ises of edu cation and deg rees from 
corresp ondence cou rses. Usu ally 
the p rice is low, the p rofit hig h. 
The federal ag ency say s con­ 
tinu ed op eration of these mortar­ 
board fakers stems from the fact 
that many p ersons are u naware 
that no recog nized colleg e in the 
cou ntry g rants deg rees for work 
done solely by corresp ondence. Al­ 
so, v ery few states hav e an ef­ 
fectiv e law to stop the op erations. 
Once one of these ou tfits g ets a 
charter, rev ocation is almost im­ 
p ossible, since most charters are 
g ranted “in p erp etu ity .” Establish­ 
ing rig id standards wou ld discou r­ 
ag e leg itimate edu cational enter­ 
p rises. 
As the Office of Hig her Edu ca­ 
tion p u t it in a recent memo to 
Secretary Arthu r S. Flemming , 
“hu man g reed and g u llibility con­ 
tinu e to su p p ort an edu cational u n­ 
derworld.” 


A LEGISLATIVE inqu iry in Cali­ 
fornia in October. 1957, tu rned u p 
60 dip loma 
mills 
in 
the 
Los 
Ang les area alone. 
Dr. Walter Winert, director of 
Edu cation of the West German Re­ 
p u blic, notes that ov er the p ast 
30 y ears he was discov ered 70- 
odd “doctor factories” op erating in 
15 cou ntries. These institu tions is­ 
su e hig h academic deg rees, su ch 
as the PhD. or doctor of p hil­ 
osop hy . 
The United States is home to 
33 of the total and an additional 
10 in other cou ntries p u rp ort to be 
branches of enterp rises first char­ 
tered in the U.S. 
The 200 mills rep ortedly op erat­ 
ing in this cou ntry are sp read ov er 
38 states and the District of Co­ 
lu mbia. 
They adv ertise throu g h circu lars, 
catalog u es, matchbooks and other 
media that, as edu cational institu ­ 
tions, they can broaden a p er­ 
son’s cu ltu ral backg rou nd or help 
him obtain a p rofessional or an 
academic deg ree while stu dy ing at 
home and holding a job. 


THE GOVERNMENT o f f i c e 
p oints ou t that the “camp u s” of 
these org anizations is nothing more 
than a Post Office box , a desk or a 
su ite of offices and that the cu r­ 
ricu lu m is “a bu rlesqu e of aca­ 
demic offering s which need not be 
comp leted bu t for which p ay ment 
mu st be receiv ed.” 
There are only two federal ag en­ 
cies that hav e the p ower to fig ht 
these op erators—the Post Office 


Dep artment and the Federal Trade 
Commission. 
The Post Office Dep artment may 
act when there is su sp icion of u se 
of the mails to defrau d. 
The FTC may step in with a 
cease-and-desist order after estab­ 
lishing that an ag ency is g u ilty of 
u nfair comp etition or decep tiv e 
p ractices in commerce. 
Ev en after one of these orders 
has been issu ed, howev er, it is 
v ery easy for the dip loma mill op ­ 
erator to op en ag ain u nder a slig ht­ 
ly different name or in a different 
location.

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When Inflation Was Tile Other Way 


There used to be another kind of inflation 
that no one seems to remember any more. 
It was a blessing instead of a bugaboo. 
The most famous example of the way it 
worked was Henry Ford’s Model-T automo­ 
bile, w'hose price at one time was whittled 
down to about half a thousand dollars. Re­ 
member that even in those days automobiles 
had been selling for about what they cost 
now, until Henry Ford showed how produc­ 
tivity could inflate consumer buying power 
by giving the buyer a longer run for his 
dollar. 
The inventor of productivity did not take 
this kind of inflation out of the hides of 
his employes, either. He also invented the 
concept of high wages for high productivi­ 
ty. But—and this is the vital difference—the 
productivity was not to be diverted exclusive­ 
ly into wages. 
Some of it was given back to the con­ 
sumer, with the purpose of increasing his 
buying power. Any time a widget or a gad­ 
get could be made cheaper in terms of pro­ 
duction cost, the purchaser had a fair crack 
at the saving. The resultant steady increase 
in purchasing power made more and more 
jobs and steadier work. That was how Ameri­ 
cans achieved the high standard of living 
that became their trademark. There was a 
surge of inflation in the quality of life that 
made the United States the world’s most 
envied country. 


IT HAS NOT BEEN popular to mention 


it for a long time, but the More .Abundant 
Life in this country was not conceived by 
the politician who said a third of his coun­ 
trymen were ill-housed, ill-clothed and ill- 
fed. It had been conceived and turned into 
reality by a couple generations of managers 
and workers who tried tirelessly to make a 
thousand better mousetraps where before 
there had been only one so-so mousetrap— 
ill-designed, ill-made and ill-priced. 
That was a kind of inflation that no one 
worried about. 
What happened to it — wiiat converted 
inflation into something that everybody wor­ 
ries — is a mystery for the historians of 
economics to explain. 
All that anyone can know for sure at this 
time is that the symptom of what happened 
was ,he way productivity’s .savings no longer 
were distributed among consumers in gen­ 
eral but were diverted by direct pipeline 
into pay envelopes. 


WAGES WENT UP and up and up. and 
prices follwed. The only importance of mass 
production any more is some vague statistic 
called a “productivity factor,’* which is used 
in determining how much more an employer 
could pay than he paid the last time—not 
how much more a consumer can get but how 
much more a wage earner can get. 
No wonder inflation has become a head­ 
ache. 
But inflation used to be a blessing. It was 
the way America became famous—by inflat­ 
ing the people’s standard of living. 


Democrats Needed A New Roof 


If it were accepted practice for Washington 
newsmen to report what they know poli­ 
ticians are doing, instead of what they say 
they are doing, congressional action on the 


housing bill would be described like this: 
A majority of House Democrats, mindful 
of their crying need for some kind of an 
issue to keep them in public attention, be­ 
cause the employment pickup and the busi­ 
ness boom has left them looking foolish over 
their early-session scare talk, have pounced 
on housing. 
To this effect, they whooped through a 
better-than-two-billion-dollar housing bill, with 
the help of a handful of Republicans. The 
strategy’, of course, was to show they were 
more willing to give away money than the 
Eisenhower administration, which was in fav­ 
or of giving away only one and a third billion 
dollars. The Democrats-controlled Senate, with 
the same strategy in mind, already had 
whooped th4ough a $2,690,000,000 housing bill. 
That was twice what the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration thought it needed. 
Housing, of course, was the least of the 
politicians’ worries. The Democrats desper­ 
ately needed a political roof over their heads 


because the structure they had jerry-built on 
the foundation of the 1958 business recession 
had caved in like the New York Yankees. 
They were out in the cold. It would have 
been absurd to keep on screaming, “Run for 
the hills: private enterprise has burst!” No 
one was listening. 
So. grasping at straws, they seized on hous­ 
ing to prove they were still in the saddle 
and eager to ride off in all four directions 
at once as long as the riding was free. 
Naturally, they did not give a second 
thought to the cost of what they were doing. 
If the President failed to veto the bill, or 
if he vetoed it and they passed it over his 
veto, the cost over and above budget esti­ 
mates would be tacked on to the national 
debt. 
If he vetoed it and his veto was sustained, 
they always could say to the people who 
would be disappointed. “We tried to help you 
(sob, sob) but the White House thwarted us.” 
Either way. it would be no skin off their 
political noses. 
But of course it would not be feasible to 
report the Washington news in this way. 
It would spoil all the fun. . . well, nearly 
all of it.

A Right Of Rights

A large volume of fine senti­ 
ments have come from the United 
States Supreme Court concerning 
the 
imprescriptible 
rights 
of 
American citizens. Let us see, 
come the fall term, whether there 
is room for a right which is the 
peer of all rights, the free exer­ 
cise of citizenship in a republic. 
In short, does the Bill of Rights 
protect a citizen from a harsh 
choice of having his money used 
in politics against his convictions 
or of forfeiting his job and the 
benefits thereof? 
This matter of great importance, 
except for futile efforts by three 
senators, has been ignored by the 
McClellan committee and by the 
various labor proposals of the ad­ 
ministration. Are votes so dear 
and evasion so cheap that this is 
so? 
Is the Supreme Court so con­ 
cerned with minority rights that 
this right of what may be a maj­ 
ority of union members loses pri­ 
ority? We shall see. 


A SUIT in the Georgia courts. 
on appeal entitled “International 
Association of Machinists, et a1, 
vs. S. B. Street, Nancy M. Looper, 
et a1,” has been at issue for more 
than two years. By unanimous de­ 
cision rendered by Justice Bond 
Almand, 
the 
Georgia 
Supreme 
Court has handed this issue, under 
the First and Fifth Amendments, 
to the U.S. Supreme Court. 
In 1953 the railroads involved in 
this case, including the Southern 
Railway, entered into a union shop 
agreement with the unions, includ­ 
ing the machinists. 
This vas under the federal Rail­ 
way Act authorizing such agree­ 
ments. This act, it has been held 
by the U.S. Supreme Court, swept 
aside all state legislation forbid­ 
ding such union shop agreements.

money in political activities of var­ 
ious kinds. It used this money 
without direct 
authorization 
by 
vote of its members. 
Since the dues money was used 
without the explicit consent of 
members to promote candidates 
and ideologies with which they did 
not agree, they were denied their 
rights under the First and Fifth 
Amendments. 
The argument was not based 
upon the fact that the money was 
thus 
used but upon the point 
whether the agreement 
was a 
purely private affair and not one 
in which, to use an expression in 
another case of the U.S. Supreme 
Court, “the authority derives in 
part from government’s thumb on 
the scales.” 
The unanimous decision of Ge­ 
orgia’s Supreme Court by Justice 
Almand brushed aside this argu­ 
ment of the defense and held that 
in fact the complaining employes 
were denied their rights under the 
two amendments. 


THE COURT found on the basis 
of facts and stipulations agreed to 
by all parties that the original 
union shop agreement had been 
entered into without prior notice 
to the employes, that such an 
agreement was not authorized by 
them, that the dues paid under 
penalty of loss of jobs were used 
“to support ideological and politi­ 
cal 
doctrines 
and 
candidates” 
which some employes were not 
willing to support voluntarily and 
in fact to which they were op­ 
posed. 
It held, therefore, that the com­ 
plaining 
members 
were 
denied 
freedom of contract guaranteed by 
the Fifth Amendment and also of 
their rights under the 
F i r s t 
Amendment. 
If. as was indicated in certain 
dicta in the minority opinion of 
the U.S. Supreme Court in 
the 
UAW case in 1957, it should be 
argued that the officers of the 
union would be denied under the 
Taft - Hartley Act their freedom 
of speech or petition under the 
First Amendment, it could be an­ 
swered that their political activi­ 
ties were in fact not authorized 
by the people they claim to repre­ 
sent. 
Therefore, that these people are 
denied their rights and that their 
rights are paramount. 
This will be an excellent test of 
the court’s sincerity about minor­ 
ity rights.

Held Communism Behind The Frontiers 


WASHINGTON 
John Foster Dulles died in a 
world he never made. The forces 
which shook and shaped it were in 
motion before he became secretary 
of state. He spent his six years in 
office trying to control them. 
It may have been a matter of 
regret to him that, before his 
death Sunday, he had really set­ 
tled nothing. But for six years he 
managed to preserve peace and 
hold communism behind the fron­ 
tiers it had when he became sec­ 
retary. 
That may have been the most 
any man in his time could have 
done. 
There were really two worlds 
in the days of his growing up: the 
troubled rest of the world, satu­ 
rated in feuds; and the American 
world, impregnable and self-suffi­ 
cient in isolation. 
That was when distance meant 
safety and survival lay in alone­ 
ness. The two oceans gave Amer­ 
ica time to prepare for any attack 
and staying out of foreign alli­ 
ances meant avoiding grief. It 
was 
an 
American 
dream 
that 
didn’t last long. 
All of it was to change before 
cancer finished him. Missiles have 
made the oceans look no more dif­ 
ficult than a country creek. 
There were still the two worlds 
in 1907 when Dulles W3S 19 and 
took his first dip into foreign af­ 
fairs —• the field which was to 
dominate his life, his vision and 
his energy — by going to the 
Hague peace conference. 
Within IO years after that com­ 
munism 
in 
Russia 
began 
the 
march which was to change the 
history of mankind. It may not 
have seemed so at the time, for 
it took two wars to drag America 
out of isolation an'* melt two 
worlds into one. 
He had had a hand in the melt­ 
ing over the years — as adviser 
to Democratic presidents and sec­ 
retaries of state — but until he 
took office in 1953 he never was 
in a position to direct policy or 
make it. 
By that time America w’as deep 
in foreign entanglement, military 
and economic, made ncessary by 
the cold war and the realization 
that communism could gorge it­ 
self in disunity. 
Then suddenly after Dulles took 
office there piled up on him a 
series of events never encountered 
by any American secretary of 
state. 
Forty-four 
days 
after 
Dulles 
was sworn in Joseph Stalin died. 
Within a few months the Soviet 
Union exploded its first hydrogen 
bomb. Within a few years it was 


boasting of missiles that could 
carry hydrogen warheads across 
the oceans in minutes. 
This was a new and terrible 
power never possessed by any 
American enemy. In a few years 
time had lost its meaning, dis­ 
tance evaporated, 
and America 
had to accommodate itself to the 
idea of annihilation without warn­ 
ing. 
Diplomacy had always been an 
international mine-field but never 
so sensitive, so savage or so load­ 
ed with the flowers of doomsday 
as the one Dulles had to pick his 
way through. 
With Stalin 
went 
the 
sullen, 
humorless face of communism. 
Stalin’s had been a hand of iron, 
dripping blood. His successors put 
on the soft glove. They smiled. 
They talked peace 
With more 
imagination than their old boss 
they began to make progress in 
fields closed to Stalin whose tac­ 
tics frightened nations as well as 
babies—in the Middle East, Asia, 
Africa. 
Dulles, like President Truman 
and Secretary of State Acheson, 
had learned how to handle Sta­ 
lin’s tactics: with ii on equal to his 
own. But now Dulles had to adapt 
himself to the new Soviet ap­ 
proach, more effective, twice as 
deadly. 
For a while—this was after the 
summit 
conference 
of 
1955—he 
seemed to see improvement. It 
didn’t last long. Like Truman and 
Acheson, he froze solid again. He 
remained that way to the end. 
But the new tactics—together 
with the missiles and the hydro­ 
gen bomb—gave the Soviets a 
power, both talking and real, that 
not even Truman and Acheson had 
to cope with. 
Dulles’ foreign policy was nei­ 
ther 
original 
nor 
creative. 
It 
seemed based on the belief that 
if war could be avoided and if 
communism could be held tight in 
its present bottle it might, as he 
once 
said, 
undergo 
fav o rite 
changes. 
He didn’t live long enough to 
find out if he was right. He had 
too good a sense of history to pre­ 
tend to be a positive prophet. In 
his last moments the most he 
could do was hope for the best in 
the belief he had done his best. 
Only time could give the answer 
to questions which, since he was 
a thinking man, must have been 
on his mind often. 
Were his years as secretary the 
golden years of opportunity for the 
West in the cold war and had he 
made the most of them? Or had 
he failed to understand them? Or 
were the^e years just a minor in­ 
terval in a long struggle? 


Diploma Underworld

WASHINGTON 
As many as 200 “diploma mills” 
may be operating in the United 
States, according to the Office of 
Higher Education in the Health. 
Education and Welfare Depart­ 
ment. 
The “diploma mills” are phony 
organizations set up to fleece the 
eager and unsuspecting with prom­ 
ises of education and degrees from 
correspondence courses. Usually 
the price is low, the profit high. 
The federal agency says con­ 
tinued operation of these mortar­ 
board fakers stems from the fact 
that many persons are unaware 
that no recognized college in the 
country grants degrees for work 
done solely by correspondence. Al­ 
so. very few states have an ef­ 
fective law to stop the operations. 
Once one of these outfits gets a 
charter, revocation is almost im­ 
possible, since most charters are 
granted “in perpetuity.” Establish­ 
ing rigid standards would discour­ 
age legitimate educational enter­ 
prises. 
As the Office of Higher Educa­ 
tion put it in a recent memo to 
Secretary Arthur S. 
Flemming, 
“human greed and gullibility con­ 
tinue to support an educational un­ 
derworld.” 


A LEGISLATIVE inquiry in Cali­ 
fornia in October. 1957, turned up 
60 
diploma 
mills 
in 
the 
Los 
Angles area alone. 
Dr. Walter Winert, director of 
Education of the West German Re­ 
public, notes that over the past 
30 years he was discovered 70- 
odd “doctor factories” operating in 
15 countries. These institutions is­ 
sue high academic degrees, such 
as the PhD. or doctor of phil­ 
osophy. 
The United States is home to 
33 of the total and an additional 
IO in other countries purport to be 
branches of enterprises first char­ 
tered in the U.S. 
The 200 mills reportedly operat­ 
ing in this country are spread over 
38 states and the District of Co­ 
lumbia. 
They advertise through circulars, 
catalogues, matchbooks and other 
media that, as educational institu­ 
tions, they can broaden a per­ 
son’s cultural background or help 
him obtain a professional or an 
academic degree while studying at 
home and holding a job. 


THE GOVERNMENT o f f i c e 
points out that the “campus” of 
these organizations is nothing more 
than a Post Office box, a desk or a 
suite of offices and that the cur­ 
riculum is “a burlesque of aca­ 
demic offerings which need not be 
completed but for which payment 
must be received.” 
There are only two federal agen­ 
cies that have the power to fight 
these operators—the Post Office 


Department and the Federal Trade 
Commission. 
The Post Office Department may 
act when there is suspicion of use 
of the mails to defraud. 
The FTC may step in with a 
cease-and-desist order after estab­ 
lishing that an agency is guilty of 
unfair competition or deceptive 
practices in commerce. 
Even after one of these orders 
has been issued, however, it is 
very easy for the diploma mill op­ 
erator to open again under a slight­ 
ly different name or in a different 
location.

Like houses, wooden fences come 
in a v ariety of sty les. And like 
houses, they can be made to fit 
y our pocketbook. 
The best way to cut the cost of 
a g ood fence is to build it y our­ 
self. 
Ev en if y ou do not hav e any ­ 
thing ex cept ordinary tools, y ou 
should be able to install an attrac­ 
tiv e wooden fence because of the 
tendency of many lumber dealers 
to carry basic fencing sty les in 
packag es of pre - cut materials. 
The most important factor to 
consider in choosing y our fence 
desig n is to determine the deg ree 
of priv acy and protection 
y ou 
want as well as the appearance 
that best suits the sty le of y our 
house and neig hborhood. 
Wooden fencing sty les can rang e 
from the open - v iewed simplicity 
of the picket fence to the dramatic, 
max imum - priv acy afforded by 
the new basketweav e desig n. Be­ 
fore deciding on the size and ty pe 
of y our fence, take a driv e around 
the community . You probably will 
g et many ideas from the ing enuity 
and planning of others. 
Vertical lines can become tire­ 
some if carried on a straig ht run 
of more than 100 feet. If y ou need 
a long string of fencing , y ou should 
plan y our desig n to capture the 
horizontal line of the “stretcher” 
fence or the post - and - rail. 
In g etting the lumber, be sure 
to find out whether the wood is 
already preserv ativ e - treated or 
whether the desig n of y our choice 
is av ailable in one of the naturally 
decay - resistant woods. 
If y ou hav e to treat the lumber 
y ourself, it usually is a simple 
matter of dipping the wood into a 
preserv ativ e at a reasonable cost. 
When y ou hav e all the needed 
materials on hand for actual con­ 
struction, stake out the 
f e nc e 
location with mason’s twine or fish- 
line about a foot abov e the g round 
and then mark the post locations. 
When streng th is req uired, post­ 
holes should be two feet deep and 
not more than eig ht feet apart. 
One or two shov els of porland ce­ 
ment can then be dry -mix ed with 
the soil and tamped firmly around 
the post — with water added at in­ 
terv als until the posthole is filled. 
If y our fence is to serv e primarily 
to confine children and • or pets, 
rather than for a purely decora­ 
tiv e purpose, it should be at least 
four feet in heig ht. 
Here are some other installation 
hints: 
Use an aug er for dig g ing post­ 
holes in rock - free soil; a clam­ 
shell dig g er for rocky soil. 
Use a carpenter’s spirit lev el to 
be sure posts are v ertical and 
string ers lev el. 
For drainag e, put a 2-inch lay er 
of g rav el in the posthole. 
Use non - rusting nails to pre­ 
v ent later staining of the finished 
surface. 
Driv e nails at least one i nc h 
from the end of the board to av oid 
possible splitting as the lumber 
weathers with ag e. Where nails 
hav e to be located closer to the 
ends of fence boards, holes should 
be drilled for the nails to prev ent 
splitting .

not take care of the situation 
himself by installing a g lass- 
block panel whereev er it would 
do the most g ood. 
The procedure to be followed 
in installing a panel is a simple 
one. The first step is to mark 
out the size of the panel re­ 
q uired and cut out the interior 
well finish as neatly as possible. 
Usually this can be done with a 
wood chisel. 
The wall studs then will be 
ex posed and should be cut as 
shown and 2-by -4 braces install­ 
ed across the opening as illus- 


cut it is not necessary to install 
double-framing . The ex terior wall 
finish is nex t cut out and a 
frame of proper deputh install­ 
ed all around the opening . 
Needless to say , all of this is 
done with due reg ard to t h e 
number and size of the g lass 
block to be used, plus an allow­ 
ance for q uarter-inch joints be­ 
tween blocks and between frame 
and blocks. 
The blocks are set in mortar. 
Before the mortar becomes thor­ 
oug hly set it is raked out a q uar­ 
ter-inch deep and caulking com­ 
pound inserted to make th e 
joints flush with the face of the 
blocks. 
To av oid the weig ht of t h « 
blocks sq ueezing out the mortar 
before it has set, lig ht strips of 
wood are laid along the horizont­ 
al joints at the block centers. 
They can be left there and mort­ 
ared rig ht in. The final finish 
of the job, both inside and out, 
is a wood trim the same as 
around a window.

cut it is not necessary to install 
double-framing.

Needless to say, all of this is 
done with due regard to t h e 
number and size of the glass 
block to be used, plus an allow­ 
ance for quarter-inch joints be­ 
tween blocks and between frame 
and blocks. 
The blocks are set in mortar. 
Before the mortar becomes thor­ 
oughly set it is raked out a quar­ 
ter-inch deep and caulking com­ 
pound inserted to make t h e 
joints flush with the face of the 
blocks. 
To avoid the weight of t h e 
blocks squeezing out the m ortar 
before it has set, light strips of 
wood are laid along the horizont­ 
al joints at the block centers. 
They can be left there and mort­ 
ared right in.

In recent years, special prod­ 
ucts developed to 
prevent 
rust 
have become 
amazingly 
effect­ 
ive. They can be applied like reg­ 
ular paint and, unlike the m ater­ 
ials of years ago, come in a full 
range of colors.

A tremendous job of scraping 
and sandpapering once was nec- 
cessary to tackle metal where rust 
already had occurred to any ap­ 
preciable degree. 
Today, this tedious process is 
not required. Only a few easy 
strokes of a wire brush are need­ 
ed to remove loose particles 
A 
special primer then is applied di­ 
rectly to the sound, rusted surf­ 
ace. This primer penetrates the 
rust and bonds to the metal undei- 
neath. When the primer is thor­ 
oughly dry, a finish coat of the 
desired color is then put on. 
Complete coating is essential.

Paint Protects Concrete

THE 
THAI people emigrated 
from the Yangtze Valley in South-J 
em China centuries ago and about 
the middle of the 13th century es­ 
tablished an independent kingdom.

became a colony of any European 
nation, as its neighbors did. In 
1932, Thailand became a constitu­ 
tional monarchy with a parliament 
of which half the members are 
elected, the other half appointed.! 
With luxuriant natural wealth 
and an enervating tropical climate, 
Thailand developed one of th e 
most elegant and luxurious c u I-1 
tures in the world. The tempera­ 
ment of the people is cheerful, a 
little languid, confident and c o n ­ 
tent. free of any frantic drives for 
“security.” 
But the Thais’ fantastic art ex­ 
presses an ebullience not appar­ 
ent in their easy - going actions. 
Their temple architecture is one 
of the most resplendent and or­ 
nate in the world. Their decora­ 
tive figures are grotesque a n d 
magnificent. Their highly stylized 
dancing reveals a precision and 
technique almost incredible. 


SPECIAL sightseeing for tour­ 
ists includes visits to the most 


brilliant and famous t e m p l e s 
(which, among other things, are 
commonly believed the original 
home of Siamese cats); the Grand 
Palace, which is not one building 
but the whole walled capital area 
which includes the royal residence, 
the royal temple, and three Halls 
of Audience for court ceremonies. 
as well as minor structures; the] 
National Museum; the Thai Par­ 
liament’s Marble Throne Hall; a 
snake farm, and the highly ani­ 
mated and colorful early morning 
“floating market” on canals called 
klongs. 
As in other oriental cities, shop­ 
ping is a major attraction — and 
like everything else in Thailand, 
its products are unique. 
Most popular souvenirs are the 
characteristic niello silver jewel­ 
ry; handwoven Thai silks; a fas­ 
cinating type of tableware called 
“Thai bronze” which has a gleam­ 
ing gold color and is made with 
decorated handles of water-buffa-j 
lo horn, and snakeskin and cro­ 
codile leather goods. Many people 


have found Bangkok also an ad­ 
vantageous and fascinating place 
to buy jewels, such as pearls and 
sapphires. 


BESIDES sightseeing and shop­ 
ping, activities attractive to visit­ 
ors include the exquisite native 
dancing, and a peculiarly violent 
kind of boxing in which partici­ 
pants use knees, elbows, feet and 
heels, as well as fists. 
According to local description, 
“most knock-outs take place with 
a blow of the ankle or elbow, usu­ 
ally to the temple or back of the 
neck.” Thai boxing is highly ritu­ 
alistic, with native musical ac­ 
companiment, and at the end “the 
victor kneels before the vanquish­ 
ed and begs his pardon for having 
hurt him. It is all very charming,” 
says the native narrator. 
The boxing regularly takes place 
on Sundays and Thursdays. Spe­ 
cial contests also are staged at 
other times.

THE NEARBY island of Maui is 
dominated by a spectacular, butt 


extinct, volcanic crater. Visitors 
frequently tour the length of the 
seven-mile crater on horseback to 
see the lake and its rare plants. 
On the southwest coast is the 
village of Lahaina, once the cap­ 
ital of the Hawaiian Kingdom and 
later a whaling port. Tourist at­ 
tractions here include the old pris­ 
on, a century-old school and a 
Banyan tree that covers a city 
block. 
A half-hour by air to the north 
of Honolulu is Kauai, where Wai­ 
mea Canyon is located. The 10- 
mile-long “Grand Canyon of the 
Pacific” is 2,857 feet deep. 
The weirdly beautiful fern grotto 
on the Wailua River is one of the 
botanical wonders of Kauai giving 
it the nickname: “Garden Isle.” 
The first Tahitians to come to Ha­ 
waii landed in the Wailua River 
region.

You Can Make 
Packing Easy 


Packing’s no puzzle, just leave 
out the wrinkles. 
Every crease is a potential wrin­ 
kle. So pad each fold with “pleat­ 
ed” tissue paper. 
It takes up no 
room and adds no weight. In an 
emergency, substitute rolled swea­ 
ter, sox or lingerie for tissue. 
Pack heaviest items at the bot­ 
tom of the case (near hinges) so 
that there will be no shifting about 
when the case is carried. Stuff 
shoes with handkerchiefs, h o s e , 
sox, etc. to save space. C o v e r 
shoes with mitts or old sox to pro­ 
tect garments. 


For the least possible number of 
folds, work next to the case, fit­ 
ting each garment to its dimen­ 
sions. 


Fold skirts and dresses near the 
waistline rather than at the hem. 
Pack needed items such as sleep­ 
ing garments and slippers on top. 
To pack a wardrobe hanger case, 


first fill the bottom section with 
accessories. 
Then place dresses and suit coats 
on hangers or bars; let sleeves 
hang along side seams, turning in 
fronts and backs carefully. P i n 
skirts to hangers or bars, folding 
sides towards the center. 
To fold a jacket for flat pack­ 
ing, hold jacket facing you with 
a hand inside each shoulder; flip 
right shoulder over left, turning 
body of jacket inside out. Smooth 
sleeves and lapels, and lay jacket 
flat in the case. If the jacket is 
too long, fold at the waistline using 
tissue for padding. 


For protection to collars, unfold 
shirts to full length; refold with 
the shirtail up over the front, tuck­ 
ed inside of the collar. Pack shirts 
front to front with collars opposite 
each other.

Motorcoach Tour Of Russia 
Now Offered Through 3-A s 


It is now possible to take a mot­ 
orcoach tour of Russia, traveling 
overland along the recently-open­ 
ed highway route between Helsin­ 
ki and Moscow, and through White 
Russia between Moscow and War­ 
saw.

the major features of this 18-day 
itenerary, which offers a choice of 


132 different departure dates, June 
7 through Sept. 20. 
Ryan said that 
the 
itinerary 
includes two days in Helsinki, four 
days in Leningrad, five days in 
Moscow, plus a day in Novgorod 
Kalinin, Smolensk and Minsk, as 
well as two days in Warsaw.
